For Pelosi 


First female House speaker, 
Dems set ambitious agenda 


WASHINGTON | In a day of ceremony and 
historic change, Rep. Nancy Pelosi became 
the first female leader of the U.S. House of 
Representatives on Thursday as Democrats 
eagerly took control of Congress for the final 
two years of President Bush’s term. 

“The Democrats are back,” Pelosi rejoiced, 
and she immediately set the rank-and-file 
to work passing tougher ethics rules. 

By custom, lawmakers brought their chil- 
dren to opening ceremonies in the House, and 
Pelosi swept into the chamber accompanied 
by her grandchildren. As is also customary, 
the opening moments of the 110th Congress 
produced pledges of bipartisanship. 

Yet Pelosi and Senate Majority Leader 
Harry Reid signaled a new political order 
when they swiftly challenged Bush over the 
war in Iraq. “No issue in our country is more 
important than finding an end to this intrac- 
table war,” said Reid. 

While Thursday was set aside for ceremony 
in the Senate, the House got right to work on 
the agenda Democrats campaigned on last 
fall. Despite Republican protests, Democrats 
said they had the votes to assure passage of 
rules changes designed to end what they call

First woman elected 
House speaker, Pelosi 
basks in historic day 


WASHINGTON | Surrounded by 
kids as well as cheering lawmak- 
ers, Nancy Pelosi marveled aloud at 
her long journey “from the kitchen 
to the Congress.” 

Six times a grandmother, now 
second in line to the presidency, 
Pelosi said her ascension to become 
the first female House speaker in 
history was the culmination of 200 
years of struggle for women as well 
as a personal victory. 

It was her coming-out to the 
nation, and Pelosi, 66, sought to 
introduce herself not only as the San 
Francisco liberal decried by Repub- 
licans, but as Nancy D’Alesandro 
Pelosi, Italian-American Catho- 
lic, mother of five and native of 
gritty Baltimore, where her father 
was mayor.

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Retired Admiral to 
Get Top Spy Nod 


Veteran intelligence 
expert likely to replace 
Negroponte as NID 


WASHINGTON | Retired Vice Adm. 
Mike McConnell, a veteran of more 
than 25 years in the intelligence field, 
will be named by President Bush to 
succeed John Negroponte as national 
intelligence director, a senior admin- 
istration official said Thursday. 

Negroponte will move to the 
State Department to become the 
No. 2 to Secretary of State Condo- 
leezza Rice. 

The nominations of McConnell 
and Negroponte are expected to be 
announced by Bush on Friday. 

The administration sought to dis- 
pel any suggestion that Negropon- 
te’s shift was a demotion. Bush per- 
sonally reached out to Negroponte, 
an experienced diplomat, to take 
over the long-vacant job as deputy 
secretary of state, the official said, 
speaking on condition of anonym- 
ity because Bush has not announced 
the nomination. 

Bush also talked personally with 
McConnell about taking the job as 
director of national intelligence, over- 
seeing all 16 U.S. spy agencies. 

Under Donald Rumsfeld’s reign 
at the Defense Department, there 
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were rivalries and friction between 
the Pentagon and the intelligence 
community. Robert Gates, who 
took over last month as secretary 
of defense, supports McConnell’s 
nomination to the top intelligence 
post, the official said. 

The personnel shifts in the 
intelligence community come as 
Bush is planning to announce 
changes in strategy for the war in 
Iraq. That speech — once expected 
before Christmas — now is not like- 
ly before the middle of next week, at 
the earliest. 

Negroponte, who took over in 
April 2005 as the nation’s first 
intelligence chief, has held a series 
of tough posts in the Bush admin- 
istration and has been at the cen- 
ter of the Iraq debate since before 
the U.S.-led invasion in March 
2003. He served as U.S. ambassa- 
dor to the U.N. from 2001 to 2004 
and ambassador to Baghdad until 
March 2005 before becoming intel- 
ligence chief. 

Negroponte’s transition to the 
State Department must be confirmed 
by the Senate, as would McConnell’s 
nomination. Both changes will cre- 
ate new openings for the Democrats 
to debate the administration’s intel- 
ligence and foreign policy direction.

Aided by Ethiopians, 
Somalia’s troops 
battle 600 militants 


MOGADISHU, SOMALIA | Somali gov- 
ernment troops backed by Ethiopian 
soldiers battled about 600 Islam- 
ic militiamen Thursday on the 
southern tip of this Horn of Africa 
nation, and U.S. Navy forces pre- 
vented the militants from fleeing 
by sea, authorities said. 

AUS. diplomat said she hoped 
peacekeepers from the region could 
be in place by month’s end in Soma- 
lia, where the Council of Islamic 
Courts militias were driven from the 
capital of Mogadishu and much of 
the south last week. But peacekeep- 
ers could face bloody reprisals from 
the militias, who want to rule by the 
Quran and have vowed to launch 
an Iraqi-style guerrilla war. 

Somalia hasn't had an effective 
central government in 15 years, and 
Mogadishu resident Musse Ali said 
foreigners will also have to protect 
themselves from warlords and free- 
lance militiamen. 

“The peacekeepers will be tar- 
gets for terrorists,” said Ali, 41. 
“They will have to face them.” 

Somalia's interior minister said 
thousands of Islamic fighters were 


still hiding in the capital. (ap) 


“Even a moderate [El Nino] 
warming event is enough to push 
the global temperatures over the 
top,” said Phil Jones, director of 
the Climatic Research unit at the 
University of East Anglia. 

The warmest year on record is 
1998, when the average global tem- 
perature was 1.2 degrees Fahrenheit 
higher than the long-term average 
of 57 degrees. Though such a change 
appears small, incremental differ- 
ences can, for example, add to the 
ferocity of storms by evaporating 
more steam off the ocean. 


There is a 60 percent chance that 
the average global temperature for 
2007 will match or break the record, 
Britain’s Meteorological Office said 
Thursday. The consequences could 
be felt worldwide. 

E] Nino, which is now under way 
in the Pacific Ocean and is expected 
to last until May, occurs irregularly. 
But when it does, winters in South- 
east Asia tend to become milder, 
summers in Australia get drier, and 
Pacific storms can be more intense. 
The U.N-’s Food Aid Organization 
has warned that rising temperatures 


could wreak agricultural havoc. 

In Australia, which is struggling 
through its worst drought on record, 
the impact on farmers could be dev- 
astating. The country has already 
registered its smallest wheat har- 
vest in a decade and severe water 
restrictions have put thousands of 
farmers at risk of bankruptcy. 

In other cases, El Nino’s effects 
are more ambiguous. Rains linked to 
the phenomenon led to bumper crops 
in Argentina in 1998, but floods else- 
where in Latin America devastated 
subsistence farmers. (ap)

Tensions rise in Gaza

RAMALLAH, WEST BANK | Israeli 
undercover troops burst into a West 
Bank vegetable market Thursday, 
seizing four fugitives and exchang- 
ing heavy fire with Palestinians in 
the first major raid since the Israeli 
and Palestinian leaders agreed to 
try to ease tensions. 

Four Palestinians, all civilians, 


were killed and 20 wounded in the 
fighting in Ramallah. 

Palestinian President Mahmoud 
Abbas said in a harshly worded 
statement that Israel’s peace prom- 
ises rang hollow in light of the raid 
and demanded $5 million in com- 
pensation for the damage to shops 
and cars in Ramallah. 

In Gaza, six Palestinians, 
including a senior security offi- 
cer, were killed and more than 
a dozen wounded in fighting 
between gunmen loyal to Hamas 


and those allied with Abbas’ Fatah 
movement. 

Israeli Prime Minister Ehud 
Olmert, who met with Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak just after 
the Ramallah raid, apologized for 
any civilian casualties, but said the 
operation was intended to protect 
Israel from terrorist attacks. 

“Things developed in a way that 
could not have been predicted in 
advance. If innocent people were 
hurt, this was not our intention,”

Deadly Blasts End Lull in Violence 


13 killed in explosions; 
execution of Saddam's

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Twin car bombs 
killed 13 people Thursday in an 
upscale Baghdad neighborhood 
after a lull in violence during an 
Islamic holiday, and Iraq prepared 
to execute two of Saddam Hussein’s 
co-defendants despite an inquiry 
into an unruly scene in the former 
dictator’s execution chamber. 

The explosions went off one 
after another in the Mansour 
neighborhood, setting fire to a gas 
station and incinerating at least a 
half dozen cars. In addition to the 
dead, police said at least 25 people 
were wounded. 

Firefighters sprayed streams of 
water on the wreckage as soldiers 
and civilians staggered around in 
a daze. “What do they want from 
us?

end bombings in the capital. 

The coup rumors had spread 
widely throughout the capital, with 
some speculating that supporters of 
the former regime could try to retake 
power and others talking about a 
possible move by the military against 
the civilian government it installed 
less than four months ago.

HERNDON, VA. | The city has been 
accepted into a federal program that 
trains police officers to enforce U.S. 
immigration laws, allowing them to 
initiate deportation proceedings. 

The Herndon Town Council was 
notified this week after voting in Sep- 
tember to send an application to the 
Department of Homeland Security. 
The council will vote on an agree- 
ment authorizing police to partici- 
pate after holding a public hearing 
in the coming weeks, town spokes- 
woman Anne Curtis said. 

U.S. Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement offers a five-week 
course to police officers that tar- 
gets individuals who pose a threat 
to national security and public safe- 
ty. Officers who pass are typically 
authorized to question or detain peo- 
ple they believe to be in the country 
illegally. They also can work on fed- 
eral immigration cases.

FTC Fines Companies 
For Diet Pill Promises 


Government seeks 
$25M in penalties for 
false advertising claims 


WASHINGTON | Now that you’ve 
indulged in all those holiday good- 
ies and made that New Year's res- 
olution to shed some pounds, the 
government says don’t count on a 
diet pill to help. 

The Federal Trade Commission 
said Thursday it was fining the mar- 
keters of four weight-loss drugs a 
collective $25 million for false 
advertising claims. Despite that, 
the pills — Xenadrine EFX, Cor- 
tiSlim, One-A-Day WeightSmart 
and TrimSpa — will remain on 
store shelves. 

“It is resolution time again, isn’t 


it?” said FTC Chairman Deborah 
Platt Majoras. “We're implementing 
our resolution to fight back against 
companies that use deceptive adver- 
tising claims.” 

Some of the products marketed 
their claims through infomercials 
or celebrity endorsements. Anna 
Nicole Smith, for example, has 
endorsed TrimSpa. 

“Testimonials from individu- 
als are not a substitute for sci- 
ence,” Majoras said. “And that’s 
what Americans need to under- 
stand.” 

The FTC investigated a variety 
of claims, including rapid weight 
loss and reduction in the risk of 
osteoporosis, Alzheimer’s disease 
and even cancer, Majoras noted.

D.C. company has a 
chance to shine with 
festival for the Bard 


The four-decade-long partnership 
between an Elizabethan genius and 
an American director reaches for 
new heights this year with the 
Shakespeare in Washington Fes- 
tival, which begins Saturday night 
at the John F. Kennedy Center for 
the Performing Arts with a read- 
ing of “Twelfth Night.” 

As conceived by the Kennedy 
Center and curated by Michael Kahn, 
head of Washington’s Shakespeare 
Theatre Company, the six-month- 
long festival is one of the most lavish 
explorations this nation has seen of 
Shakespeare and his impact on the 
arts. The 60 participating organi- 
zations include theater, dance and 
opera companies, museums, univer- 
sities and music ensembles. 

The event is an extravagant 
expression of the capital’s ongoing 
absorption in the Bard, as well as a 
showcase for the unique resources 


the city harbors, such as the Folger 
Shakespeare Library. 

On some level, too, the festival is 
areflection of the profound degree 
to which Kahn and his theater 
have had an impact on the psyche 
of the city. One can securely posit 
that without a classical company of 


the Shakespeare's caliber, the town 
would have neither a claim on — nor 
the wherewithal for — a celebration 
of this magnitude. 

Edward Gero, a highly regard- 
ed actor who lives in D.C. and has 
worked with Kahn since the direc- 
tor arrived here 20 years ago, says

Kahn’s presence affirmed the city’s 
aspirations as a haven for the classics. 
“He really brought a national spot- 
light to Washington,” Gero says. “The 
energy and vigor he brought com- 
pletely transformed the theater.” 

“T think the final measure of the 
success is the size of the audience, 
the depth of support of this work,” 
adds Landon Butler, who chairs 
the Shakespeare’s board of trust- 
ees. “We've got a theater of 15,000 
subscribers and 60 percent of the 
tickets sold in advance. It’s really 
pretty extraordinary.” 

Kahnis not averse to taking credit 
for the popular evolution. “We began 
to make Shakespeare more of a box 
office attraction than it had been in 
the past,” he says. But even ifa strong 
compact has been formed with local 
audiences, the company has yet to 
satisfy its larger goal: becoming 
a classical theater with a profile 
beyond its region, on the order of 
the Stratford Festival in Canada or 
the Royal Shakespeare Company in 
Great Britain.

not right for an American troupe to 
assert primacy in the classics. Still, 
Kahn is as likely a candidate as one 
can find to mount a credible cam- 
paign. And this momentous year 
for the company certainly makes it 
the time to try: A few months after 
the festival ends, the Shakespeare is 
scheduled to open anew $85 million 
theater in the Harman Center for the 
Arts, just down the block from the 
Verizon Center on F Street NW. 
For Kahn, the festival seems to 
have become a more personal kind 
of mission, an effort to further vali- 
date the two decades he’s invested 
in Shakespeare in Washington.

FILM | Hilary Swank and the mak- 
ers of “Freedom Writers” have the 
solution to all the troubles facing 
public-school classrooms seething 
with racial intolerance and hatred: 
Give the kids notebooks, have them 
scribble a few lines about the terrible 


lives they've led, and soon they'll be 
pulling together for group hugs. 
The true story behind “Freedom 
Writers” is amazing and inspiring. 
Rookie teacher Erin Gruwell came 
into a Long Beach, Calif, high school 
soon after the Rodney King riots 
in Los Angeles, defused the ran- 
cor among black, white, Hispanic 
and Asian teens and injected hope 
into their lives. But director Richard 
LaGravenese’s dramatization sadly 


presents the Cliff\s Notes account of 
Gruwell’s accomplishment. 

Erin (Swank) seems an impossi- 
bly naive optimist, choosing to teach 
English amid the racial strife at Wil- 
son High School so she can be on 
the front line in the battle to help 
save the youth of America. 

Her department head, veter- 
an teacher Margaret Vail (Imelda 
Staunton), smugly dismisses 
Erin’s aspirations. Her father 


(Scott Glenn), a jaded liberal, 
thinks she’s crazy to try. Her hus- 
band (Patrick Dempsey) is proud 
of Erin but soon sours as her job 
consumes her life. 

Erin’s faith is rocked early on as 
her classroom erupts in violence, the 
students segregate into racial territo- 
ries and the kids scorn her attempts 
to connect with them. After a both- 
ersome racial incident, Erin begins 
to draw on the students’ shared dan- 
gers and strife at home and on the 
gang-ruled streets to create a sense 
of community among them. She dis- 
tributes journals and instructs her 
students to write in them every day, 
soon discovering that kids rated at 
a fifth-grade reading level actually 
are poets in waiting. 

Adapting his screenplay from 
“The Freedom Writers Diary” cre- 
ated and published by Gruwell and 
her students, LaGravenese abruptly 
turns the story from tension and 
division to devotion and together- 
ness. The movie plays out over two 
school years, but the action chang- 
es so suddenly, harmony seems to 
arrive overnight, punctuated by a 
musical montage or two. 

There are legitimately powerful 
moments, including the students’ 
cathartic visit to the Holocaust 
exhibit at Los Angeles’ Museum of 
Tolerance, but too much of “Free- 
dom Writers” rings falsely hopeful, 
bearing the message that a grin 
and good intentions are all that’s 
needed to overcome enmity. ES

‘Happily N’Ever After’ 
is a sub-‘Shrek’ ’toon 
with little animation 


FILM | When “Hoodwinked” came 
out a year ago, it felt like a poor 
man’s “Shrek.” 

Guess that makes “Happily 
N’Ever After” totally uninspired, 
offering a poor man’s “Hood- 
winked.” 

It wouldn't seem possible, but

The wizard’s dimin- 
utive assistants (Wallace Shawn 
and Andy Dick), who help keep 
control of the story lines in Fairy 
Tale Land, are bored silly watch- 
ing Sleeping Beauty and Rumples- 
tiltskin do the same things over 
and over. That is, until the evil 
stepmother (Sigourney Weaver),

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“Happily N’Ever After” is another weak 
attempt at a wacky, fractured fairy tale. 


self, takes control and turns every- 
thing upside down. 

It might have been a clever 
idea; instead, the film consists of 
a few snappy one-liners and too 
much filler. (Dick, who provides 
his rodent character with just the 
right snotty, flamboyant touch, 
gets the best jokes.) 

After an hour, this thing just 
dies, and Sarah Michelle Gellar 
and Freddie Prinze Jr., as Cin- 
derella and serving boy Rick, are 
the last people you want trying to 
revive it. Could there be a more bor- 
ing real-life couple around whom to 
build a movie? Even rendering them 
in animated form doesn’t make 
them any more animated.

The beloved novel 
‘Perfume’ succeeds 
on the silver screen 


FILM | Think of “Perfume: The Story 
of a Murderer” as an olfactory ver- 
sion of “The Silence of the Lambs”: 
A perfume maker becomes a serial 
killer — or perhaps it’s the other 
way around — to capture women’s 
scents. 

It’s a fabulously twisted idea, 
based on the novel by Patrick Sue- 
skind and sensuously rendered in 
a fashion that’s totally different 
from German director Tom Tyk- 
wer’s best-known film, the vibrant 
“Run Lola Run.” 

Grenouille (played by British 
newcomer Ben Whishaw) mere- 
ly follows his nose. With his wiry 
frame and intense eyes, Whishaw 
could be a modern-day Anthony 
Perkins as he methodically prowls 
for young girls and tests various 
methods of turning their essences 
into the finest perfume. 

It’s not that his Grenouille has 
any sexual interest in them — he’s 
just entranced and obsessed by 
scent, having been blessed from 
birth with an unusually powerful 
proboscis. He’s both ardent and 
eerie, appreciative and predatory. 


And with a childlike enthusiasm, 
he doesn’t seem to think that what 
he’s doing is wrong. Which would 
make him a sociopath — and the 
ideal figure around whom to cen- 
ter such a visceral thriller. 

Dustin Hoffman gets to chew 
the scenery as Guiseppe Baldini, his 
perfumer mentor. Once the toast 
of Paris, Baldini has since fallen 
out of fashion, though he still car- 
ries himself with the bravado of 
a power player. Alan Rickman is 
typically formidable as the father 
of the stunning redhead Grenouille 
seeks most, who will go to what- 
ever lengths he must to protect his 
little girl when women start drop- 
ping at an alarming rate. But it’s 
the sweet, virginal Laura, played 
by Rachel Hurd-Wood (“Peter 
Pan”), who is the ultimate object 
of Grenouille’s affection — the one 
he believes will make his cannibal- 
ized cologne complete. 

What he does with this concoc- 
tion — and the effect is has on those 
who smell is — is ridiculously over- 
the-top. For a film that had been 
deeply, lushly delightfully sinis- 
ter up until this point, the end- 
ing is just plain silly. It still looks 
great, though — and probably 
would smell even better. @

ADIOS | The once-hot teenage 
soap opera “The O.C.” has been 
canceled. 

The final episode of the televi- 
sion drama, which saw its ratings 
plummet during the last seasons, 
will air 9 p.m. Thursday, Feb. 22, 
Fox TV and Warner Bros. Televi- 
sion Production Inc. said Wednes- 
day. 

The finale “will deliver real 
closure to the series, to the story 
we began telling four years ago,” 
series creator Josh Schwartz said 
in a statement. “It will be fun and 
emotional and I think really sat- 
isfying. It is the finale we always 
planned to do.” 

Based in the affluent Orange 
County, Calif., city of Newport 
Beach, “The O.C.” caught fire in 
its first season, 2003-04, as the 
top-rated drama among advertis- 
er-favored young adults and with a 
total audience of nearly 10 million. 

The show’s story lines revolved

feast, kitschy and grand all at once. The 
great Chow Yun Fat plays the Emperor 
Ping, home from the wars at last, eager 
to lose himself in the bosom of his fam- 
ily.

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It pays to have kids 
this year in Germany, 
thanks to a new law 


When her water broke early on New 
Year’s Eve, Julia Gotschlich was 
mainly thinking about the immi- 
nent birth of her second child. But 
she couldn't help worrying about 
family finances, too. 

She and her husband stood to 
lose out on more than $13,200 if 
the baby arrived before midnight, 
when Germany’s generous new fam- 
ily benefits took effect — part of a 
government effort to raise one of the 
lowest birthrates in Europe. 

Births in Germany dropped 
4 percent in 2005 from the previ- 
ous year, according to figures from 
the Federal Statistics Agency, to 
around 690,000. That’s the lowest 
since World War II. 

A recent government study 
forecast that Germany’s popu- 
lation will drop by as much as 
16 percent by 2050. That could hurt 
the economy by sapping the work 
force — and undermine the state 
pension system. 

Facing such an alarming demo- 
graphic trend, the German govern- 


ment has shaken up its financial 
assistance to parents in a bid to 
make it easier for working women 
to have children. 

The new “Elterngeld” — or “par- 
ent money” — program allows an 
adult who stops work after a child 
is born to continue to claim two- 
thirds of his or her net wage, up 
toa maximum $2,375 per month. 
Low earners can claim 100 percent 
compensation for lost wages. 

Gotschlich’s baby, Inka Ange-

lina, held off just long enough to 
qualify for the new German law, 
emerging 63 minutes into 2007. 
That means Mom will be able to 
finance a full year off from work 
as opposed to just eight weeks with 
her first child.

When they made ice cream, I would 
have loved to do that.

site easy to navigate. 

Furniture, lighting and accesso- 
ries on 1stdibs include often-one- 
of-a-kind stuff, from Art Deco 
tables to Venetian glass sconces. 
A recent surf turned up a pimento- 
red, 1940s Spanish foosball table, 
1920s fireplace andirons shaped 
like spooky owls and a lacquer 
French desk.

Avenue, where a clutch of cool shops 
includes Darrell Dean (No. 1524), 
Cherry (No. 1526 ), Space (No. 1625) 
and Sixteen Fifty Nine (No. 1659). 
The stores traffic in everything from 
South American santos (statues of 
saints) and gilded French mirrors 
to 20th-century abstract etchings 
and 1970s, Studio 54-chic chrome 
lamps. Happy hunting.

Antiques go 

chic, thanks to 
young dealers 
and hip buyers 


Victorian dolls, 19th-century 
Windsor chairs and maps of 
America in pre-U.S. days crowd 
the Washington Antique Show, 
which brings treasures of a zil- 
lion granny’s attics to the Omni 
Shoreham Jan. 5-7 (2500 Calvert 
St. NW; washingtonantiques.org). 
While much of the merch there is 
put-me-in-a-museum stuff (silver 
that Paul Revere might’ve made, 
Chippendale chests), these days, 
customers and dealers are using 
furnishings of bygone eras in very 
21st-century ways. Think a glit- 
tery Baroque chandelier with a 
sleek Saarinen table, or a weath- 
ered trunk used as a coffee table 
with an IKEA sofa. 

“My style is modern, very mid- 
century,’ said Matt McHugh, 39, a 
real estate agent who lives in a Logan 
Circle condo. “But rather than hav- 
ing a showroom of all new things, I 
incorporate beat-up stuff with pati- 
na. I’ve got an old Coca-Cola sign 
anda 19th-century gilt mirror. They 
give my place personality.” 


OLD STUFF, NEW IDEAS: At home, the Kahoes use a 19th-century Indian dowry 
chest, left, as a bar, and a 20th-century metal doctor’s cabinet as a jewelry case. 


A desire to add warmth, his- 
tory or beauty to their spaces pro- 
pels many newbie collectors to 
bring antique (100 years or older) 
and vintage (50 to 100 years old) 
pieces into Crate & Barrel strong- 
holds. “People look for quirky things 
to keep their homes from looking 
like catalogs,” said Dan Kahoe, 42, 
who owns antiques store Goodwood 


(1428 U St. NW; 202-986-3640) 
with his wife, Anna. 

While many folks may recall a 
great aunt’s parlor of uncomfort- 
able dark-wood sofas, the point 
now is not to recreate an era, but 
to blend pieces of the past into con- 
temporary rooms or to assemble an 
eclectic look by mixing furnishings 
from diverse periods, say, a curvy

It helps that many older pieces 
— farm tables, Empire sofas — 
boast clean lines. “Some antiques, 
like a pie safe with tin doors, are 
so simple that they seem modern,” 
said Goodwood’s Anna Kahoe, 39, 
who mingles finds like an oversized 
metal stork statue and throne-like 
19th-century chairs in the Mt. 
Pleasant house she shares with 
her husband. 

When adding older items to any 
interior, buy something that speaks 
to you, whether it’s a “40s circus 
poster or 19th-century porch col- 
umns to use as plant stands. Since 
antiques aren’t defined by trends, 
“even if you change your mind or 
design philosophy, you'll still love 
that antique in a few years,” said 
D.C. interior designer Stan Kelly, 
who uses pieces with pasts in all 
his jobs. 

Keep in mind an object of desire's 
“mixability,” too. “Think how it’ll 
fit in your home. Look at style and 
scale,” said Kim Hessler, owner of 
Logan Circle Asian antique den 
Dragonfly (457 Church St. NW; 
202-265-3359). That means “no” to

a mammoth Swedish grandfather 
clock if you dwell in a tiny studio, 
but “maybe” to one of Hessler’s mul- 
tifunctional Chinese armoires. 

If American antiques seem 
too Mount Vernon, worldly goods 
(Indian cabinets, African headrests) 
add dash and blend harmonious- 
ly with modern interiors. “Asian 
antiques have a chameleon quali- 
ty,” said restaurateur Mark Kuller, 
54, who shows off a painted Tibetan 
chest and a 7-foot-tall Chinese pitch- 
fork in his Bethesda home. The lat- 
ter often inspires conversation, part 
of the appeal of antiques. 

“People come to your place, 
and they want to learn something 
about you,” said Anna Kahoe. Buy 
antiques, and guests will find out 
more than: “She shops at Restoration 
Hardware.”

Fun at the Phillips

at the Museum’ 


Monkeying around exhibits during 
the wee hours sounds like a fantasy 
straight from the hit “Night at the 
Museum.” But everyone can get some 
one-on-one time with sculptures, 
artifacts and animals if they're will- 
ing to pony up enough cash — and 
they probably won't have to deal with 
Attila the Hun or a rowdy tyranno- 
saurus skeleton. 


Some of D.C.’s best party ven- 
ues are the town’s grand museums. 
The National Building Museum’s 
Great Hall bm.org) has been 
hosting elegant bashes since Grover 
Cleveland’s 1885 Inaugural Ball, 
and now it’s available seven nights 
a week for affairs for up to 1,600. 
If you want to reserve The Phillips 
Collection (phillipscollection.org) 
in Dupont Circle for the night, it’s 
yours for about $20,000. They'll 
even throw in a docent for pri- 
vate tours. 

But don’t plan on a bar mitz- 
vah next to Renoir’s “Luncheon of 
the Boating Party.” “We can’t allow 
dancing or loud music near the art,” 


explained Joseph Carpenter, the 
director of special events. 

If you're craving tunes, simply 
cough up $10 any Friday night 
for the Smithsonian Jazz Cafe 
(mnh.si.edu/jazz), located in the 
National Museum of Natural 
History. Unfortunately, the exhibits 
aren't accessible from the cafe space, 
which is also available for rent for 
private functions. But you can tap 
your toes there until 10 p.m. while 
partaking of a cash bar and dining 
options like prime rib and salmon 
with herb butter. 

Kids will probably be more 
intrigued by the packages available 
at the International Spy Museum

They do aton 
more over the summer, so you should be able to snag a spot for then. v.H. 


TWENTIETH CENTURY FOX 


(spymuseum.org). It can handle 
a run-of-the-mill boozy recep- 
tion with catered grub from Zola 
for grown-ups, but it’s even bet- 
ter suited for a scavenger hunt. 
There are three options (the excel- 
lent, super or ultimate), with the 
ultimate one (starting at $6,000) 
allowing 150 people the run of the 
place until 11 p.m. Or, there’s the Spy 
Birthday Party — $4,000 to send 
up to 40 youngsters on an interac- 
tive adventure. 

To more closely mimic the 
“Night at the Museum” expe- 
rience, try the Spy Museum’s 
“Operation Secret Slumber” at 
$115 a ticket. Participants (one

adult is required for every two 
kids) file in at 7 p.m. for a night of 
briefings, a mission and snacks. 
Budding Bonds can pick any spot 
they want for their sleeping bags. 
“They can even sleep in the duct 
you crawl through,” said the muse- 
um’s Amanda Abrell. What about 
an overnight stay for a single fam- 
ily? “It could be done,” she said. “I 
just don’t know the price.” 

For hanging out with creatures 
that come alive at night — although 
they’re living during the day, too 
— it’s hard to beat the National 
Aquarium in Baltimore (aqua.org). 
The Inner Harbor landmark can 
handle galas for up to 3,000, and 
invites the public for overnight 
stays throughout the year. It’s $79 
per person for crafts, exclusive 
tours and the chance to curl up in 
the underwater viewing area near 
the sharks, in the rainforest or amid 
the Australia exhibits. 

“I would recommend air mat- 
tresses” in addition to sleeping 
bags, cautioned the aquarium’s 
Molly Foyle. In the morning, there's 
the chance to peek in on exclusive 
early feedings, like the bugs being 
dumped into the rain forest envi- 
ronment as food. 

That’s certainly more exciting 
than anything you'll see in the 
movies.
